I. I am to illuſtrate the Truth of the Ob-

Mercy: For tho God has corrected us, his 


Strokes have been much fewer and lizhter 


than our Sins deſerve ; and whilſt 52 has 


been laying his Hand upon us, he has given 


us abundant Cauſe to ſay, that he is very 
pitiful, ſlow to Anger, and ready to forgive. 
And here, in order that our Hearts may be 
ſuitably affected with the Greatneſs of that 
Mercy, which we have been favoured with, 
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7. Survey the Danger and Diftreſs we 
were lately in, and what muſt have inevi- 
tably been our miſerable Condition at this 
time, had not God Oy interpoſed in 
our F avour, 

The Rebellion, which Divine Providence, 
for the Puniſhment of our Sins, was pleaſed 
to permit, was ſtirred up and fomented by 


Men fierce, cruel, and perfidious ; reſtleſs in 


forming Schemes to moleſt and deſtroy us; 
and deſperate in the Execution of them when- 
ever they have Opportunity. As the ſervile 
Tools of France, and the Supporters of arbi- 
trary Power, ſworn Enemies to our free and 


happy Conſtitution, and our invaluable Li- 


berties ;--- As. Papiſts who acknowledge the 
Pope ſupreme and infallible, mortal Haters 
of our holy reformed Religion; ; and who are 
taught to look upon it as meritorious to make 
uſe of any Methods, be they ever ſo unjuſt 
and cruel, to extirpate what their Church has 
called Hereſy, and to deſtroy, as faſt as tis 
in their Power, all who are honeſt enough to 
refuſe Subjection to her uſurped Authority 
over the Conſciences of Men. That this is 

a true Character of the Perſons who were 
ctrl Actors in this unjuſt and unnatural 
Rebellion, is evident from a vaſt Multitude 


of notorious Facts, which are but the natu- 
ral Produce of thoſe unrighteous Maxims and 


Principles, which have again and again been 


laid down, ratified and recommended by their 


pretended

bretended infallible Heads, as moſt facred 
ruths, and unalterable Rules of Conduct. 
The Deſign of this Rebellion was no. leſs 
than to dethrone, (and no doubt, if poſſible, 
to murder) our moſt gracious and only right- 
ful Sovereign King George, under whoſe mild 
and equitable Goyernment, we have had the 
moſt ſecure and undiſturbed Enjoyment of 
our Privileges, both civil and ſacred; and who, 
had he been leſs gracious towards his and our 
Enemies, might perhaps have ſecured hims 
ſelf and us from this their wicked Attempts ; 
— to reduce his illuſtrious Family to Infamy 
and Ruan ; --- and this, in favour of an out- 
law'd, abjur'd Pretender, whoſe Religion in- 
capacitates him by the Laws of England, for 
ſitting upon the Throne of theſe proteſtant 
Kingdoms, even ſuppoſing him to have been 
the Son of that popiſh and arbitrary Prince, 
whom he claims as his Father, and who 
took care to make himſelf as great a Scourge 
to his Subjects, as his ſhort Reign would admit 
of. I fay, in favour of this Man was this 
Rebellion ſtirred up, who has been fully in- 
ſtructed in all the wicked and oppreſſive Artsof 
French Tyranny ; who, from his Infancy 
has drunk in the very Dreggs of Romiſh Su- 
perſtition, who at this Day is a popiſh Car- 
dinal, and who with his Family has been all 
along dependant upon the Catholic Powers 
for a Subfiſtence, and muſt therefore have

had large Arrears of Expence to account for, 
kid he been furniſhed with the Wealth of 
England to reimburſe them. And now, had 
this Rebellion ſucceeded in favour of this 
Perſon, and he had aſcended the Throne 
of his ſuppoſed Father, what muſt have been 
the Conſequences but ſuch as a proteſtant 
and a free Nation may tremble to think of ? 


What but ſuch, as to a True Briton, and to 
every honeſt and good Man, would have 


been infinitely worſe than Death ? And here 
not to infiſt upon the civil Miſchiefs and Di- 
ſtreſſes which muſt have enſued, the wiping 
out the national Debt, which' as it was con- 
trated for the Support of a Government by 
which he and his Family were excluded

The Seizure of thoſe Eftates for the Uſe of 
the Church, . e. the Pope, and his rapacious 
Brood the Priefts, which at the Reformation 
were wiſely diſpoſed of to private Gentle- 
men, and the keeping up a ſtanding French 


| Army, in order, if poſſible, to prevent a ſe- 
cond Expulſion. --- I fay, not to inſiſt upon 


theſe, and a thouſand other terrible Calami- 
ties, which muſt have befallen us in regard 
of our civil Properties and Rights, let us 
think what muſt have been our miſerable 


Condition in reſpect of Religion. And here, 


the Promiſe of a popiſh Sovereign to protect 
a

a proteſtant People in the Exerciſe of their 


Religion, is a meer Cobweb, and could not 
have been kept, if we ſuppoſe it ever ſo fin- 


cerely and honeſtly made. The Religion he 
profeſſes will difpenfe with his violating it, 
and the Decrees of his ſupream and infallible 
Head infift upon his doing it, Popery is a 
conſtant Enemy to true Liberty of Confcience, 
for Men to think freely for themſelves. No, 
it aims at Dominion, and when countenanced 


with the Legiſlature, will not reſt till it has 


obtained it. Proteſtantiſm therefore, which 


is deemed a damnable Hereſy by the Church 


of Rome, a Schiſm never to be forgiven, 
muſt have been undermined and rooted out, 
and its Friends could not have been ſuffered 
to enjoy and exerciſe their Religion in the 
moſt private Way. Our Places of Worſhi 

muſt have been demoliſhed, our Bibles 8 4 


ed out of our Hands, and inſtead of the pure | 


and rational Worſhip of the New Teſtament, 
we ſhould have ſcen introduced the Abſardi- 
ties, the Nonſenſe, and the Idolatry of the 
Maſs-Book, with all the childiſh Fopperies, 
with which that Religion, wherever it is trium- 
phant, is attended.

All this, and much more than T have Time 
or Inclination to mention, we muſt have ex- 
pected had this Rebellion ſucceeded. And 
as tis not to be ſuppoſed, that the Nation 
would have all at once tamely ſubmitted to 
it, what but long and bloody Contentions !. 
what but univerſal Confuſion and Deſolation 
muſt have been the direful Conſequences ! 
And now, when we ſeriouſly conſider the 
great, the many, and the aggravated Sins of 
the Nation, how light we had made of the 
Bleſſings, we had been fo long favoured with ; 

| how little we had been reformed, after all 
our nauonal Faſts and Humiliations and 
how rips we ſeemed for ſome remarkable 
Scourge of Providence; what Reaſon had we 
to fear the being delivered into the Hands of 
our Enemies, and made to know the Value 
of our Marcie by the Removal of them ?

Our Enemies have had full and awful 
Proof of the latter, by the Defeat of their 
iniquitous Deſigns, which (if they had Senſe, 
_ Honeſty, and Impartiality enough to conſi- 
der, they would ſoon have diſcovered) were 
calculated for the Support of Superſtition, 
Idolatry, and Slavery, which things they 
could never think were agreeable to the Su- 
pream Being, and ſo could not rationally pro- 
miſe themſelves Succeſs. And we have had 

lorious Evidence of the former, in the De- 
liverance which God has wrought for us, 

ſince, in conſequence of it, we continue in 
the peaceable Enjoyment both of the true 
Religion, and of thoſe civil Liberties and Pri- 
vileges, by which we have long ſtood di- 
ſtinguiſhed from moſt other Nations under 
Heaven. I do not ſay, that Succeſs alone is 
a ſufficient and certain Proof of the Good- 
neſs and Righteouſneſs of a Cauſe, or that it 

has the Approbation and Protection of the 
Almighty; but this I will venture to aſſert, 
that the Cauſe of Truth and Liberty, is the 
Cauſe of God, if there be any ſuch in the 
World; and whether ours be not that Cauſe, 
we are willing to leave to the Determination 
of any impartial Judges, who will allow the 
Scriptures to be the Standard of the one, and 
the common Rights of Mankind to be the 
juſt Meaſure of the other. Now, when the 
great God appears to vindicate both theſe in

ſuch a Way, and with fuck Circumſtances, 
as manifeſtly diſcovers the Footſteps of his 
interpoſing and over-ruling Providence, we 
may juſtly ſay, that his Deſign herein is to 
make himſelf known as a God of Goodneſs, 
Benignity and Mercy, eſpecially when tis 
granted in Anſwer to the devout and fervent 
Prayers of ſuch, whoſe Addrefles to him, 
-upon this Occaſion, may be juſtified upon all 
the rational as well as religious Principles, 
that Men are poſſeſſed of. That the Caſe 
ſtands thus e I hope we are all fully 
ſatisfied of, and duly affected with. And 
therefore, whatever hard Thoughts our in- 
fatuated and implacable Enemies may have 
of Providence for defeating their Deſigns, I 
truſt we look upon that Defeat, as we juſtly 
may, as a glorious Proof of the Divine Good- 
neſs and Forbearance, and as s to 
convince us, in the moſt engaging and ef- 
fectual Manner, that he is ſlow to Anger, 
and plenteous in Mercy.

2. Another of God's Reaſons for reſtrain- 
ing his Anger againſt a ſinful People, and 
taking Pity of their Diſtreſſes, may be, and 
no doubt 1s, to ſet the heinous Evil of their 
Sins. before them in the ſtrongeſt and moſt at- 
fecting Light. For can any thing repreſent 
the excceding Sinfulneſs of Sin to our Con- 
ſciences, in ſo ſtriking and intereſting a Man- 
ner, as the Demonſtration which is given of 
its being a provoking Offence to the moſt. 
kind and gracious, as well as the moſt glo- 
rious, the wiſeſt, and moſt righteous of 
Beings; or can any Thing more fully con- 
vince us of its being worthy of our utmoſt 
Deteſtation, than to find, that he, againſt 
whom it is committed, is flow to Anger, 
full of Mercy, and ready to forgive, and 
therefore, that the utmoſt Baſeneſs and In- 
gratitude are contained in it? Now God 
would have us entertain theſe juſt Appre- 
| henſions of the Evil of Sin, and therefore it 
is, that he loads us with his Benefits, and by 
the kind and ſeaſonable Interpoſitions of 
his Providence reſcues us from thoſe Ca- 
lamities and Miſeries which he knows we 
deſerve, and might juſtly bring upon us.

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Senſes too, whether his Government is not

To offend a righteous Governor is great Ini- 
quity, but to affront and diſpleaſe a kind Fa- 
ther, a conſtant Benefactor, one who follows 
us with his . n when he might de- 
ſtroy us by his Wrath, and who is loth to 
chaſtiſe us in the Mon zer he juſtly might have 
done; is a Crime of ſuch crimſon Guilt, 
that we ought to dread the Thought of being 
ever the baſe Perpetrators of it. Tis true, 
the Puniſhments which God «inflicts upon a 
People for their Sins, are awtul Demonſtra- 
tions of their malignant Nature ; but when 
thoſe Puniſhments are mingled with Mercies, 
and are not proportioned to our known and 


*acknowledged Guilt, we have yet greater 


and more affecting Evidence of their Evil, 
by Reaſon of the experienced Goodneſs of 
that Being, againſt whom they are com- 
mitted.

they deſerye, his uſual way hath been to bring 
ſwift and ſudden Deſtruftion ugon them, 
ſuch as has left no Room for Repentance ; 
he has withdrawn his Protection entirely 
from them, fruſtrated all the Meaſures they 
have taken for their Safety, and by ſome 
ſignal Judgments, made them Examples and 
Warnings to other People. But God did not 
deal in this Manner with us, whereof we are 
all Witneſſes before him this Day; bat 
through the Whole of our late Calamity ap- 
peared in one Inſtance, and another in our 
Favour, and at length, after ſome Diſap- 
pointments to cure us of vain Confidence, 
and direct our Eyes and our Hopes alone to 
his Almighty Arm, he wrought a compleat 
Deliverance for us. And now can we 
wiſe think, but that he has acted with this 
Gentleneſs and Kindneſs towards us, on — 
poſe to let us ſee that a Door of Hope 
yet open to us, that there is ſtill — y 
Repentance, and that he js willing to try us 
yet longer, to fee whether we will amend 
our Ways and our Doings, which have not 
been good? Do not his Patience and Long- 
ſuffering towards this finful Land ſpeak t0.ys 
in theſe gracious and encouraging Terms? 
** Return, O backſliding Children, unto me, 
* and I will heal your Backflidings, and have 


Mercy upon you, and continue you under

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© my Protection. How ſhall I give thee

Surely, if our Caſe had pov deſperate, 


| God would not have appeared for us fo glo- 


riouſly as he has done; he would not have 
diſappointed our Enemies, and brought that 


| DeftruQtion upon them, which they deſigned 


to bring upon us, and which we really had 
deſerved for our Sins ; but would have pro- 
ceeded from one Judgment to another, till 
he had fully avenged himſelf of us. One 
Reaſon therefore, of his ſo kind Forbearance, 
and of his gracious Interpoſitions in our Fa- 
vour is, by his Goodneſs, to lead and en- 
courage us to Repentance* ; to ſhew us that 


he is ready to forgive our Sins, if we will indeed 


turn from them, and to cut off all Pretence from 
us, of his being a hard and inexorable Being. 
O that we may anſwer this Deſign of God's 
Mercy! that in this Day of our Viſitation, 
we may know the Things that belong to 
our Peace, before _ are hid from our 
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Eyes! This leads me to obſerve, i in the next 
Place, | 
4. Another Reaſon of God's fired the 
Fury of his Wrath, and dealing mereifully 
with a ſinful People, no doubt is, that they 
may be more effectually won over, and more 
ſtrongly engaged to his Service. 
The All-wiſe Governor of the World 
takes various Methods with his Creatures, | 
in the Courſe of his Providence, to convince 
them how deſtructive Sin is to their own 
Well-being and Happineſs, and how much 
it is their Intereſt, as well as their Duty, to 
be obedient to him. When his Hand is 
| ſtretched out againſt a ſinful People, and he 
threatens to bring Judgments upon them for 
their Iniquities, this is the Language he ſpeaks 
to them, Behold, and confider, ye Inha- 
« bitants of a ouilty Land, how vain a 
Thing it is for you to contend with God, 
* and how little you have conſulted your 
_ * own Intereſt, while you have been pro- 
“ voking me? Could you think me an un- 
concerned Spectator of your diſobedient 
and provoking Conduct? or that you - 
* ſhould always be ſuffered to go on 
« with Impunity? Could you ituagine 
% that my Providence would - alway be 
© the Defence and Safe-guard of fo ſtub- 
* born and rebellious a People? or that 1 
would perpetually Wrap thoſe Bleſſings 
upon

upon you, which you fo wantonly al 
« i ret abuſe ? See, how eaſily I can 
<« puniſh your Sins, and what Reaſon you 
« have to ſtand in awe of me.” 
This is the awakening Language which 
the Rebukes and — of Divine Pro- 
vidence ſpeak to a guilty People, and was the 
Voice of that Diſpenſation, which this time 
twelve Months we were under, and were 
very much alarmed by. But now, — 
God appears in behalf of a ſinful People, and 
at their earneſt Intreaty, averts from them 
thoſe Judgments which he ſeemed to threaten 
them with; the Voice of ſuch merciful In- 
terpoſitions is, Come and ſee the wonder- 
« ful Works of God, how merciful, how * 
ce flow to. Anger, how patient, how ready 
« to forgive, how plenteous in Goodneſs he 
© is! I might juſtly have executed. my 
« fierce Anger upon you; I might have re- 
«© moved the protecting Hedge of my Pro- 
* yidence from you, and ſuffered you to 
te have been trodden down and. devoured 
& by your Enemies, who would have ex- 
* ulted in your Deſtruction and Miſery. 
| © But you have fallen into the Hands of a 
e gracious and long-ſuffering God. I am 
* to ſuſpend and delay my righteous Ven- | 
£ geance a little longer, and hereby to in- 
„ vite and encourage you to return to me: 
And will you _— abuſe my Mercy and 
For-

Thus the great and holy God, 
by the Mercies he vouchſafes to a ſinful 
People, invites their Return to him: Ad- 
dreſſes himſelf to their Ingenuity, their Gra- 
titude, and to all the better Powers of human 
Nature, that ſo he may convince us, that he 
ddights in their Happineſs and Welfare, and 
not in their Deſtruction, and that it is their 
higheſt Intereſt to be obedient to him. | 
5. And laſtly, Another Reaſon why God 
Is leaſed to give a Check to his juſt Anger, 
and to correct a ſinful People in meaſure, is, 
to encourage them to apply to, and depend 
upon him in all Future Times of Dae 
and Trouble. 
Diſtruſt and Uobelief, alas! are too apt 
to mingle, even with thoſe 5 and Sup- 
plications which in the Day of our Diſtreſs 
we offer up to God, and we are too ready 
to ſay within ourſelves, when great and fore 
Calamities ſeem coming upon us; Hath God 
&* forgotten to be gracious, bath he in Anger 
1 71 out our- Prayers, and is there no Hop 
* of Deliverance for us? And under theſe

2 i; 4 and diſcouraging Apprehenſions, we 
may be tempted to give over calling upon 
God for Help, and to let go our Hold of 
him. But now, his kind and merciful Ap- 
arances for us in our Time of Need, are 
ended to ſhew us, that it is not in vain to 
make our humble, believing Applications to 
him; that his Arm ig not ſhortned, that it 
cannot ſave, nor his Ear heavy, that it can- 
not hear, as ſays the Prophet Ja. lix. 1. But 
that he is ſtill a God that heareth Prayer, "2 
able and as willing to help us as ever. Thus 
he gently upbraids our unbelieving Fears, 
and miſgiving Apprehenſions, and ſo affords 
to humble Souls, who ſeek unto him by 
Prayer and Supplication, Encouragement to 
wait patiently for him in all future Seaſons of 
Trouble and Diſtreſs. Prayer and Depen- 
dance ſhould always go Hand in Hand, and 
mutually aſſiſt and animate each other. By 
the onef we acknowledge God to be the ſo- 
vereign and uncontroulable Arbiter of all 
Events; and by the other, we not only aſcribe 
to him infinite Power, Goodneſs and Faith- 
fulneſs, but become rightly diſpoſed to re- 
ceive thoſe Benefits from him, which we 
ſtand in need of. The merciful Interpoſitions 
of Providence therefore, are deſigned to en- 
courage us to pray to, and truſt in him, when- 


ever he is n to lay his correcting Hand 
upon us.

lars, what may be juſtly ſuppoſed to be the 
important Ends which the infinitely wiſe God

pect is dark and threatning. And as God 
has thus graciouſly dealt by us, in the late 
Deliverance which he granted- us from the 
deſtructive Deſigns of our Enemies; I now 
proceed to that Part of my Diſcourſe, which 
I perſuade myſelf you will attend to with a 
great deal of Pleaſure : And that is 


III. To ſhew what Returns we ought to 
make to God for this his merciful Conduct 
towards us; and this I defign for the Appli- 
cation of the Subject, and 


1. To be ſure, we ought to reflect with 
Humiliation and Shame upon the Provoca- 
tions we gave him, to enter into Judgment, 
and begin a Contraverſy with us. Amidſt 
the Praiſes we offer up to God for that ſea- 
| ſonable'. Deliverance he was pleaſed to worlæ- 

out for us, we ſhould remember, and repent _ 
of thoſe Things which were the Occaſion of 
our being brought into Trouble and Danger. 
I doubt not, but moſt of us were very much 
affected with the dark and threatning Cloud 
SEES D 2 | which 
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Diſtreſs we were in, awakened in our Minds 
ſome gloomy and diſcouraging Apprehen- 
ſions; and that we were ready to look upon 
the immediate Authors of our national Ca- 
lamities with an Eye of Reſentment and 


Indignation. But, my dear Countrymen, 


have we ſufficiently attended to, and: been 


our national Sins, and calling upon every 
one of us to conſider ſeriouſly what we had 


ſeverally done fo contribate to the public 


Guilt? ſaying, © What have I done can 
we think it was a caſual Thing that our 
Enemies ſtirred up a Rebellion among us ? 


or that there were not ſome great and pro- 


voking Reaſons why God ſuffered them to 
do it, and by his Providence defeated ſome 
Attempts that were made to ſuppreſs it ? 


What think we of the monſtrous Profane- 


neſs and. Immorality that every where a- 


bounded, the Contempt of the Goſpel, the 


neglect of Divine Worſhip and Ordinances, 


the Luxury, the Extravagance, the exhor- 


bitant Love of Pleaſure, the Diſcontents and 


Murmurings of the People, the Formality 


and Lukewarmneſs 1 in — and the ge- 
| neral 


which lately hung over this Land; that the 


ſuitably affected with, the original Cauſe 

and Source of all our Troubles? Did we re- 
gard the Voice of God in this melancholy 
and diſtreſſing Providence, reproving us for

neral Ie to every thing ſerious, ſo- 
lid, and good; which were ſo notorious and 
prevalent, as made the pious and thinking 
Few expect tome great = fore Calamity ? 
Surely theſe Crimes muſt have been highly, 
diſpleaſing in the Sight of an infinitely Holy 


God; and the more ſo, as they were com- 


mitted: by a People, whom he had favoured 
beyond:any other INation under Heaven, and 
from whom therefore he juſtly expected better 
Returns. May we not then ſeaſonably ſup- 
poſe, that our late Troubles were owing 
chiefly to our own Sins; and ſhould we not 
think of, and confeſs them with a humble

and O let us never forget the Mercy, inſtead 


of this, they have been gloriouſly defeated 
and deſtroyed ; their Schemes of Iniquity and 
Miſchief diſappointed ; their Chiefs moſt of 
them taken; and ſome of them have ſuffered 
from the Hand of public Juſtice, the righ- 
teous Reward of their Treaſon; the Ruin 
they-would have brought upon us, is fallen 
upon themſelves. We have thoſe invaluable 
Bleſſings continued to us, which they would 
have deprived us of, and we have a Proſpect

Let all Ranks, /Ages, *SeQts, and 
Orders of Men unite in offering up their 
grateful Acknowledgments to the God of our 
Salvation, ſince all have a peculiar as well as 
a common Share in the Benefits of it. | 
Let the King, with his auguſt Family, 

praiſe the Lord, for that Heaven has pleaded 
his righteous Cauſe, andeſtabliſhed his Throne 
to him, in ſpite of the Attempts of a popiſh 
Pretender to caſt him down from it. Let 
the Nobles and Magiſtrates of the Land praiſe 
the Lord, for that they are continued in thoſe 
high and important Offices, in which they 
may adminiſter Juſtice to the People accord- 
ing to Law. Let the Miniſters of God's 
Word praiſe him, for that their Mouths are 
not ſtopped, but they can yet preach the 
Goſpel of Chriſt without Fear of Bonds and 
Impriſonments, Fines, and Death.

And indeed, without this, our Praiſes, 
tho offered up in the warmeſt Strains of 
pious Eloquence, and devout Gratitude, 
will be but a vain Oblation, and little better 
than a ſolemn Mockery of the great God. 
What! ſhall our Thankſgivings evaporate in 
Breath, and ſpend themſelves in empty Words, 

when the Bleſſings we profeſs to give Thanks 
for, are fo. ſolid and ſubſtantial? God has, 
by his Judgments, been calling us to con- 
fider the Evil of our Ways, and by his-Mer- 
cies inviting us to turn from them; and after 
all, ſhall we continue the ſame rebellious 
People as heretofore? He has convinced us, 
how eaſy it is for him, not only to correct, 
but even to deſtroy us for our Sins, and has 
made us in ſome meaſure to reap the bitter 
Fruits of our eyil Doings. But at the ſame 
time he has ſhewn us, that he had rather we 
would turn to him and live, that he is loth 
to give us up to utter Ruin, and that his late 
Corrections were deſigned in Mercy for our 
Amendment, And ſhall we yet harden our 
Hearts, and notwithſtanding all that God 
has done ſor our Reformation, both in a 
way of Puniſhment and Forbearance, con- 
tinue as profligate, as impious, as diſcon- 
E e tented,

tented, and as provoking a People as ever? 
Shall God take fo many Methods with us in 
vain? and are we reſolved to go on in our 
Sins in Defiance of Mercy as well as Judg- 
ment? If fo, can we doubt but that a holy 
and jealous God, who has many Ways to 
uniſh a finful, obſtinate and irreclaimable 
People, will ſome how or other, in the 
Courſe of his Providence, awfully manifeſt 
his high Diſpleaſure againſt us, and let us 
know what a terrible Aggravation of our 
Guilt the Abuſe of Divine Mercy and Pa- 
tience is? God is now ſparing us, willing 
to give us further Space and Opportunity for 
Repentance and Return to our Duty ; but if 
we deſpiſe and mifimprove this Seaſon of 
our prolonged Grace, this Day of Viſitation 
and Forbearance, how juſtly may we expect, 
that the delayed Thunders of his Vengeance 
will at length burſt with unrelenting Fury 
upon us, and overwhelm us in ſudden and 
utter Ruin ? He has called upon us once and 
again to repent and amend our Ways; let 
us take heed we do not turn a deaf Ear, leſt 
he lay the Axe to the Root of the Tree, and 
cut us down, We exclaim againſt our Ene- 
mies, and not without Cauſe; and ſome per- 
haps may wiſh to ſee them rooted out of the 
Land, or at leaſt, fo far humbled, diſperſed, 
ſcattered and diſarmed, as to have no Power 


of 
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of doing us the like Miſchief again : But, in 
the mean while, let us beware we do not 
cheriſh and harbour more dangerous Enemies, 
ouf Sins, our Profaneneſs and Immortality, 
our Pride and Luxury, our Murmurings, our 
inordinate Love of Pleaſure, our Neglect of 
God, his Worſhip, his Goſpel, his Sabbath, 
and Ordinances, which are Acts of Rebel- 
lion and Treaſon againſt the Moſt High, and 
may provoke him to become our Enemy, 
and to deal infinitely worſe by us, than all 
our other Enemies put together can. You 
will ſay, © What can we do to reform a 
«© Nation:?“ I anſwer, Do all that you 
can,. reform yourſelves : See if there be no- 
thing amiſs in your own Conduct; no ac- 
curſed thing in your Practice; and when 
you have reformed that, do what you can in 
your ſeveral Places and Relations, to diſ- 
courage Vice, Immorality, and Profaneneſs 
in others; and tho' you ſhould not ſucceed 
according to your Wiſhes, yet this may be 
your Comfort, when God ariſes again to pu- 
niſh an obſtinate People, that the Guilt lies 
not at your Door, and you may expect to be 
-hid in the Day of his fierce Anger. Again 


4. Let us have a higher Value than ever 
for thoſe great and ineſtimable Bleſſings, 
which we were lately threatned with the Re- 
moval of. 5 Such 


R 

Such is the unhappy Depravity of our 
Minds in the preſent State, that we ſome- 
times need to be in Danger of loſing our 
\ greateſt Mercies, in order to teach us the real 
Worth and Importance of them. Praiſed be 
God, we have not been more feelingly taught 
the Value of our common and national Mer- 
_ cies, by the utter and remedileſs Deſtruction 
of them! Some of us perhaps did not know, 
or at leaſt did not duly confider, what great 
Bleſſinge the Proteſtant Religion, and a free 
Government are, till we were under ſome 
Apprehenſions of ſeeing them both ſubverted 
by a popiſh Pretender, educated in the Maxims 
of arbitrary and deſpotic Power. And too 
many ſeemed as uneaſy and diſſati ſiead, as if 
they really thought they could not be worſe 
off under the Tyranny of ſuch a Perſon. But 
I hope every one is now convinced, what a 
wide Difference there would be, and will 
learn for the future to be more thankful for 
their Mercies, and more upon their Guard 
againſt thoſe artful Infinuations of ill-deſign- 
ing Men, which are calculated meerly with 
a View to ſet us at odds amongſt ourſelves, 
and to betray us into a Temper of Mind, 
which is not more unbecoming in itſelf, than 
miſchievous in its Tendency. But let us not 
only value, but improve our Mercies, as we 
-ought ; and indeed a proper Value will be 
attended 
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attended with a proper Improvement, If we 


eſteem it any Happineſs to enjoy the pure, 
unadulterated Religion of the Goſpel, let us 
be concerned to act agreeably to it, that fo 
the Lives of Proteſtants may be as much 
more holy and exemplary than thoſe of the 
poor deluded Paprſts, as our Religion i is in all 
| Reſpedts better than theirs. If tis any Bleſ- 
ſing to live under a free Government, 2 — 
ſecures our Property, and affords us Liberty 
of Conſcience, let us do what we can to de- 
fend and ſupport it, by our earneſt Prayers 
to God, by Affection and Fidelity to our 
gracious Sovereign at the Head of it, by diſ- 
couraging thoſe who would at any time de- 
fraud him of his Rights, and by conſcien- 
tiouſly rendering him that Tribute and Cuſ- 
tom, which, by the Laws of the Land, he 
has as equitable a Claim 'to, as any private 
Perſon has to his juſt Property ; by main- 
taining Unanimity among ourſelves ; and fi- 
nally, by leading peaceable, ſober, and un- 
ſpetted Lives in all Godlineſs and Honeſty. 
This will ſhew, that we have a juſt Value 
for the important Bleſſings we enjoy, and 
will give us abundant Room to ps for the

of Need, and reſt our Souls upon his expe-

We have now another freſh and glorious 
Inſtance of the Divine Compaſſion and Mer- 
cy, added to the many which this Nation 
has heretdfore been favoured with; and it 
may reaſonably be expected, that we ſhall no 
more ſuffer unbelieving Fears to ariſe in our 
Hearts. We have called upon God in the 
Day of our Trouble, and he has heard, and 
delivered us from the Deſtgns of wicked and 
blood-thirſty Men : He has broken the de- 
ſtructive Snare which was laid for us, and 
we have once more ſeen his Salvation.
